GREAT TRIBUNES FOR A MULTITUDE 
OF PEOPLE. 

The scene that will be presented today 
at Central Park will be one that those who. 
witness it will not readily forget. On all 
sides will be gathered great crowds of peo- 
ple, handsomely dressed, decked out in gay. 
attire, and all wearing; in some form or 
dnother, the brilliant fiesta colors, yellow, 
red and green. From the topmost branches 
of the trees in the park will be suspended 
innumerable garlands, flying La Fiesta col- 
ors, and along the pathways will be 
brightly-painted poles, each one bearing a 
flesta pennant and flag. Away to the south 
on Hill street, as far as the eye can reach, 
the looker will see a wide, handsome thor- 
oughfare, bordered on either side by un- 
broken. lines of beautiful shade trees, ris- 
ing above which will be seen the tall tow- 
ers of handsome residences, from the 
domes of which the national colors will be 
floating in the breeze, the yellow, red and 
green of the fiesta lending an additional 
charm to the scene. To the west the hand- 
some massive structure of the State Nor- 
mal School will look approvingly down, 
while to the north will be seen just 
peeping over the great First-street hill, 
the topmost tower of the High School. On 
all sides the evidences of education, and, 
in the midst, the further evidences of civ- 
ilization, the consequent and natural out- 
come of the advantages of the other.

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES AGAINST 

HORDES OF CROOKS. 

The fiesta entails a great deal of extra 
work for the police. The city is full of 
thieves, pickpockets, confidence men and 
crooks of all classes who have come here 
to prey on the crowds that will throng 
the streets and public places. Chef Glass 
and his men, however, are prepared to 
give the city’s guests all the protection 
that can be expected on such an occasion. 
The force is not large, there being only 
eighty regular officers, all told, and twen- 
ty-five specials who went on duty Sunday. 
But what the force lacks in numbers it 
makes up in vigilance and energy. The 
personnel of the force, in fact, never 
ranked higher than it does at present. 

Besides the 105 men under the direct 
orders of the Chief of Police, the Park 
Commission will have a number of men 
on duty who will be clothed with the au- 
thority of regular policemen. oe of the 
hotels, raren ctc., also Ve ‘spec 
officers on duty and on the outlook 
disturbers: of the peace, criminals and 
suspicious characters. The local. constab- 
ulary and the Sheriff and his deputies will 
also exert. special vigilance during the 
week. 

Only the regular officers will be in uni- 
form, but the specials will wear stars, 
carry clubs and and be armed the same 
as the regulars. The specials have been 
apportioned among the thrée watches. 
Every man on the force will be required 
to work extra hours and be on duty dur- 
ing all the parades. Where the crowds 
are thickest all the watches will be 
doubled. 

Detectives in citizens’ clothes will 
shadow all known crooks or suspicious 
characters and throw them into jail at the 

sign of committing an overt act. 
The regular detective force has been rein- 
forced for the week. Mesers. Moffatt, 
Auble, Hawley, Goodman, Bradish, Steele, 
McKenzie and Benedict are the sleuths 
who will keep particular watch on the 
criminal element.

Mr. Molyneaux said that owing to the 
stress of circumstances he was unable to 
give a regular address, but would «imply 
talk upon a few thoughts which it would 
be wise to consider. He said that he 


building of the schools of Los Angeles 
county and that he brought assurance of 
sympathy and good will from the Board of 
Education. The board had decided to re- 
move the study of general history from 


the ninth grade and to put a more com- 


plete course of English in its place. The 
speaker believed that ld be 
the central subject around which all the 
others must cluster, and considered as 
purely theoretical Dr. Parker’s plan of 
taking geography as the central subject. 
He proposed not to return to the, board 
at the expiration of his term in July and 
advocated the election of a woman to fill 
his place, which remark was received with 
dead silence. Special elements are re- 
quired in the members of the county 
board, and the positions are not altogether 
delectable, as many enemies are unavoid- 
ably made and earnest thought and faith- 
fulness are much-needed requirements. 
The speaker hoped every teacher would 
support the county board and that if they 
found a text-book or method undesirable 
that they. would notify the board, and in 
all things the hearty co-operation of the 
teachers was desired. Experiments should 
be dealt with in a very limited degree by 
the teachers and left mostly to experts, 
who should study and test them thor- 
oughly before the teachers . attempted 
them. The speaker considered the indi- 
vidual system” an experiment and esaid 
that one of the arguments used in favor 
of it was the absence of home study, but 
he believed that to be no objection, as it 
is much better for a boy to be studying 
at home than spending his evenings on the 
streets. Then it is said that he progresses 
faster by himself, but he also loses many 
of the elements that would help him by 
going to the individual teacher, because a 
child learns as much from the other chil- 
~ as the teacher, and 

e contact with other ils does 
to brighten him. * — 

It is not the time in the nineteenth cen- 
tury to begin to narrow people, but to 
broaden them. Mr. Molyneaux said that 
he had looked particularly into the system 
in Oakland, where it had been introduced 
only into the High School, where it had 
proved unsuccessful and had been aban- | 


There are three necessary elements in 
education, knowing, speaking and writ- 
ing, and without these education does 
not exist. The system is overwearing on 
the teachers, and rushes them to death. 
He then congratulated Los Angeles on 
the trial of the experiment, and said if 
there was good in it, it would come out, 
but others should wait and see the result 
of it. The true purpose of school work 
is not the toying with fads and experi- 
ments, but first the gaining of the ordi- 
nary elements of education. Manual train- 
ing for smaller schools is best learned 
outside, but the experimenting with it in 
the larger schools was adyocated. The 
true method of grading the — schools, 
that ie, the method proved by experiment 
to be the best, was then discoursed upon, 
and the speaker said that he believed 
the method now in use in Pomona, to 
de the best, that is, one grade under 
one teacher, and the promotion annual. 
He spoke highly of the work of the Nor- 
mal School, and said that it is now lead- 
ing the educational thought in the county. 
Mr. Molyneaux believes in religious in- 
struction in the public schools, not that 
of the creedist, but religion, broad and 
warm, with no sectarianism about it, and 
with the true elements in it, of Chris- 
tianity and religion. The law of crystalli- 
zation fits the thought. When the crystal 
becomes perfect, it separates itself from’ all 
impurity. The child is the crystal to be 
formed, and the heart, as well as the 
head, must be educated. 
“After a brief intermission, T. H. Kirk 
of San Bernardino gave an address on 
“Fads and Anti-fads in Education,“ and 
spoke humorously of the reckless way 
his friend Molyneaux talked of individual; 
ism and fads. One remarkable thing about 
the school of today, and also of the past, 
is the extreme formalism which runs 
all through the work. It is much 
to be deprecated, but as yet the powers 
that be were unable to displace it. It is 
most noticeable in the methods of teach- 
ing. In a thousand and one different ways, 
the teachers unconsciouely follow the man- 
nerisms of the teachers under whom they 
studied long ago. The matter of education 


dren in school works against their good. 
A great leveling process % going on in 
the public schools, and life itself is a 
great leveling process, but the schools 
are doing much more good than harm. 
The speaker said that he believed thor- 
oughly in individualiem. The teacher en- 
deayors to diecover some remedy for an 
existing evil, and right here comes de 
fad, side by side, with pedagogical move- 
ment. The fad is often based upon a great 
idea.

Anniversary of Her Birthday—Elec- 
. tion Complaint Filed. 
POMONA, April 15. — (Special Corre- 

spondence.) While Pomona is not in re- 

ality more than about twelve years old, 
or, perhaps, to better express it, has only 

a growth of twelve years, it will, accord- 

ing to actual time, as reported by some 

of its present residents, be twenty years 
old tomorrow, Tuesday, April 16; as it was 
upon that date of the year 1875 that the 
land of its present site was transferred by 

Louis Phillips and P. C. Tonner to what 

was then known as “The Los Angeles Im- 

provement and Land Co-operative Asso- 

elation.” 

It is true that for the first seven or 
eight years succeeding this transaction, its 
present site as well as the entire valley 
was nothing more than a mere sheep and 
Cattle pasture until about 1883, when the 
real beginning of the present proud and 
prosperous little center of business dates 
iteelf, and of all 1 years of 
growth the past four have, probably, been 
the most satisfactory in the way of a 
healthy growth of any, not even except- 
ing the 1887-88 boom days.

ALL FOR CUBA 


Crombet Died Like a 


‘True Hero. 


A Hopeless Charge Against 
| the Spaniards, 


Maceo not Captured, as First Re- 
‘ported, but a Fugitive in the 
Mountains. 


Important Papers Found on the Dead 
Leader’s Body—Gomez Lands at 
Santiago with Recruits. 
‘Irish Sympathy.

HAVANA, April 15.—(Special Dispatch.) 
Catieja’s premature elation over the sup- 
posed captyre of Jose Maceo has now 
changed to anger and chagrin. Maceo’s 
double was captured, but not Maceo. Ex- 
pecting an unusual effort would be made 
to capture him, the wily Cuban general 
disguised himself, and, while he was really 
at the front and was in command, Col. 
Gurra ostensibly led the insurgent forces 
and was the one captured. Maceo is now 
in the mountains, with a few of his fol- 
lowers, who escaped from the bloody field 
of Palmiarito. It is expected that he will 


de captured within twenty-four hours, as | 
many mall parties are in pursuit of him. 


Brig.-Gen. Flor Crombet died a hero's 
death. At the head of one regiment of 
the Cubans, he encouraged them until they 


fought like demons, but the rebel forces“ 


were not well disciplined. They were 
brave, but their reckless method of fight- 
ing counted for nothing when opposed to 
Spain's regulars. The fighting at Palmar- 
ito began late on Saturday. The firing 
was rapid and incessant. The rebels weve 
losing ground. Just at dusk Crompet, 
who was mounted on a huge black horse, 
ralfied his troops for the last charge. The 
onslaught was a tremendous one. Crom- 
det, as he rode at the head of the col- 
umn, cried encouragement to his men and 
they charged like fiends. Glancing back 
at the wavering lines, he determined ta 
lead his forces to victory or to die in the 
attempt. With a cry of “All for Cuba!” 
he sank spurs into his big charger and 
dashed at the Spaniards. Within fifty vards 
of the Spanish line he fell, bleeding from 
many wounds. His horse did not receive 
a fatal wound until it had planted its 
hoofs within the very lines of the Span- 
ish soldiery, and when it fell made a 
break in the Une. The beast was mad 
dened, and did not notice that the reins 
were loose. Crombet, an instant before 
he died, raised his head and his last 
words. were: God save Cuba from 
Spain.” Cromdet's body was terribly 
mutilated by his enemies. On bim were 
found papers containing the names of all 
the leaders and the estimated strength 
of the revolutionists. 

Campo’s ship was sighted of Man- 
zanilla early this morning. As yet it ir 
not definitely known whether he will land 
or not, but it is expected that his troops 
will disembark somewhere in the vicinity 
of Manzanillo. Loyal Spaniards say that 
the war has ended. The Spanish com- 
mander will probably come to Havana as 
soon as his troops are landed, as he is 
to supersede Capt.-Gen. Calleja, who goes 
to Spain. Maximo Gomez, who has been 
in Hayti enlisting recruits. has landed 
near Santiago with 600 men. 

SOMETHING ABOUT MACEO. 

HAVANA, April 15.—Maceo, the Cuban 
leader, was the leader of the rebel forces 
with Gomez during the last revolution. 
Though but a youth he achieved consider- 
able distinction. At the outbreak of this 
revolution Maceo landed at Baracoa on 
March 31.

AN UNFORTUNATE EXCEPTION. 


What Cardinal Gibbons Thinks of a 
Sensational Presbyterian.

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) April 15.—Cardinal 
Gibbons has seen fit to enter into a con- 
troversy in@irectly with the Rev. J, T. 
McCrory, the sensational pastor of the 
Third Untted Presbyterian Church of this 
city. The Cardinal's sermon at Baltimore 
two weeks ago on the subject of fallen 
priests, which was accepted as referring 
to the reoent disorder at Savannah, growing 
out of ex-Priest Slattery’s escapades, led 
the Rev. McCrory last Sunday to discuss 
the cardmal and his wtterances. 

Among other things he said: “The car- 
dinal justifies the suspicion of corruption 
in his church, and he excuses and en- 
courages violence. He is speaking for a 
system that cannot Bear the digùht. This 
was resented by many of the Protestant 
ministers, however. Rev. Donohoe, pastor 
of the BD ghth Presbyterian Church, wrote 
to the cardinal, saying that he hoped His 
Eminence would not accept Rev. McCrory’s 
remarks as representing tho sentiments 
of any considerable body of Protestants. 

Rev. Donohoe received a reply from the 
cardinal. Last night he thanked the former 
for his expressions, and continued: This 
unjustifiable misconstruction of my words 
and motives indulged in by the Rev. Me- 
Crory is unworthy of any honest man. 
The offense is only aggravated when com 
mitted by one who is a leader of others, 
and who professes to teach the doctr’nes 
of truth and charity. I am happy to think 
that this man is not a fair specimen of 
the Ohristian preacher. The knowledge 
that I have from personal acquaintance 
with the reverend gentle*nen of every de- 
mamination convinces me that the Rev. 
McCrory is an unfortunate exception in a 
pody of honorable and respected Chris- 
Mans. 


RISING RIVERS. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE TOWNG ARE 
WET DOWN. 


Washouts at Several Points—New 
Bridges in Danger—The Worst 
Freshets Since Eighteen 
Sixty-nine.

CONCORD (N. H.) April 15.—The Merri- 
mac River here has reached the highes* 
point known for years.. At Sewall’s Falls. 
three miles north of thie city, where the 
electric-power station is located, the river 
is a raging torrent over a half a mile 
wide, and the water is rising at the rate 
of eight inches an hour. Early last even- 
ing the power-station was obliged to shut 
off the engines, and the city was left in 
almost total darkness as @ result. 

Through trains from Boston to Mon- 
treal have been canceled. Washouts have 
occurred on the Peterboro and Hillsboro, 
the Concord and Claremont and the Con- 
cord division of the Boston and Maine rail- 
roads. 

NORTHERN NEW HAMPSHIRE.

ALONG THE MERRIMAC. 

CONCORD N. H.,) April 16.—The Mer- 
rimac River is higher here than in twenty 
years. At 9 a.m. it flowed across the 
Streets near the bank which, twenty-six 
years ago, was covered by a flood. 
water is still rising at the rate of ten 
inches an hour. All trains on the northern 
division of the Concord and Montreal and 
Concord and Claremont roads have been 
canceled. Washouts are reported at 
Kellyville, Mt. Sunapee, East Andover, 
Danbury and Kannan. At the latter place 
100 carloads of gravel will be required to 
an along the roadbed. 

Trains on the Peterboro and Hin- 
boro have experienced little trouble. 
New bridges at Penacoot are in danger 
and may go. The basement of the Con- 
cord and Montreal repair shop is flooded, 
and they must soon shut down. A large 
amount of driftwood and wreckage is com- 
ing down the river. The rain has ceased, 
but the sky is threatening. The flood is 
the biggest since the memorable one of 
1869, and the property loss is considerable. 


THE CONNECTICUT VALLEY. 


SPRINGFIELD (Mass.,) April 15.—The [ 


Connecticut Valley has been the scene to- 
day of a flood of greater magnitude than 
has visited this section since 1892. The 
most damage was done at Bellows Falls, 
Vt. An old railroafl bridge was swept 
away this afternoon, and there has been 
great damage to the Boston and Maine 
road. The tunnel was flooded and ren- 

red impassable. The mills were all 
closed at Brattleboro, Vt. The river is 
higher than it has been since 1862. At 
Turner’s Falls the overflow has closed 
many of the mills.

THE MURDERER 


Formal Charge Against 
Durrant. 


Several Important Clews are 
Discovered. 


Organist King Tells a Sensational 
Story Concerning the 
Suspect. 


The Accused is Identified by Three 
Young Ladies from the Normal 
School—The Theories of 
the Police. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Servic. 

GAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—Theodore 
Durrant was today formally charged with 
the murder of Marian Williams. The war- 
rant was served on him in the City Prison, 
sworn to by the officer who arrested bim 
with the Signal Corps squad on Mt. Dia- 
blo. The Coroner's inquest upon Miss 
Williama will be ‘held tomorrow. It will 
be a dual investigation. The police will 
produce their evidence regarding the mur- 
der of doth girls. They say they have 
more than enough testimony to convict 
Durrant of the murder. 

Further mystery to the affairs 


of Emanuel Baptist Chirch by the. report 
that Mrs. Ella Forsytb, who has been miss- 
ing for a week, was also a member of 
the parish of the fatal place of worship. 

Her husband, who has been searching 
diligently for her, says she left bome 
to go to the beach to gather shells. She 
has never been seen or heard of since. 
and it la surmised that she may have 
shared the fate of Blanche Lamont and 
Marian Williams. The city was alive today 
with sensational rumors regarding the 
horrible tragedy. One widely-circulated re- 
port concerned the finding of the remains 
of another woman in the church. Another 
was that Durrant had confessed. Both 
proved to be canards. 

The street in front of Emanuel Bap- 
tist Church was blocked all day with a 
curious and excited crowd. Police and 
detectives epent the day in searching 
every nook and corner of the sanctuary 
for further«evidence, Which would throw 
light upon the crimes. The police believed 
it impossible for the butcher of Miss Will 
jams to accomplish his brutal murder wi h- 
out having emeared with blood some ar- 
ticle of clothing. To “ind some trace of 
the assassin’s presence was thé object cf 
their unsuccessful search. The tumor was 
circulated in the mission that there was 
a plot on the part of residents to burn 
the desecrated church. No overt attempt 
at violence was made, but the project was 
seriously discussed by respectable citizens. 

Police Surgeon Summers gays: “Medica! 
works abound with cases of men whose 
anime) parsions could not A with- 
out the sight of blond. may that 
Durrant is one of that cless of human 
tigers. The crimes with which he is 
charged appear to have been the act of 
a man inspired by such bloody iustinc's, 
as the post-mortem examination clearly 
proves that the victims were kfled and 
afterward outraged.”’ 

In the search for motives for the crime, 
many curious theories have been evolved. 
Even those who telieve Durrant guilty 
are forced to admit that it is barely prob- 
able that he had cutraged the girls after 
they were dead, even if he would have 
committed such a me when they were 
alive. Assuming that Durrant is guilty, 
one theory for the motive of tbe murders 
a that the crimes were committed for the 
purpose of medical investigation. The 
wtavement has been made that Durrant pro- 
posed to a number of girls that he be al- 
lowed to examine them for femaie troubles 
which he profeseed to be able to cure. 


It is known that Durrant was an ardent 
student, and took a great interest 
in diseases of women. The theory was 
that he was crazed on the subject, and be- 
ing unable to conduct his investigations 
in any legitimate manner, murdered te 
girls for that purpose. The condition of 
the bodies after they were found tend to 
carry out this lime of reasoning. Instead 
of abating, the excitement caused by the 
crimes is on the increase. Every fresh 
rumor is an excuse for an extra edition 
of the newspapers, which are eagerly 
bought by crowds of people on the streets. 
Other crowds gather in front of bullet u 
boards and haunt the scene of the crimes— 
Emmanuel Church. 

The home of Durrant’s parents is also an 
object of curiosity. Although some of Dur- 
rant’s friends have deserted him in his 
hour of trouble, most of them have stood 
manfully by him, and assert their belief i: 
his inmocence. A strange feature of th. 
case is the fact that the people living 
in the vicinity of the church are net back- 
ward in asserting that Rev. Gibson, pastor 
of Emmanuel Church, knows more about 
the murders than he has yet revealed 
Rev. Gibson has come in for considerab!- 
critic’sm on account of his peculiar action 
in connection with the cases. His 
seem to be to block the gathering of in 
formation, and so pointed did the allusion:

that he was so overcome by the discovery 
of the bodies in the church that he did not

I 
closed the library door and locked it, end 
then played the piano. This was in -e 
lecture- room. I had been playing, I should 
judge, some five or ten minutes, when 
Durrant came down through the back fold- 
ing doors. He came into the room with his 
coat off, in his shirt sleeves. His hair 
was mussed, and he looked quite pale, and 
was somewhat nervous. I imagined that 


he might have been startled at my pres- | 


ence there in the church. He said that 
he had been overcome by the gas; hat he 
had been upstairs fixing the Sas fixtures, 
and he said he wae se evercenic that be 
could barely come to the library. 
“At thie ume he acked me to go ent 
and set Um some breme-seltzer, and I 
went to the drugstore to get him come, 
What he did during the time I went to the 


drugstore I do not know. When I fe 
turned I brought him «a bottle of brome 
seltzer. Then he drank a dose of it and 
it seemed to nauseate him. He then went ® 
into the other room and asked me how he 
looked. I told him he was somewhat pale 
and that his eyes were a little congested. 
So he went into the ladies’ parlor, where 
there is a mirror, to look at his face, ane 
I.afterward found on a litte shelf under. 
neath the mirror, a little clot of blood, as 
though he had wiped a finger on the shelf 
I spoke of the gas, and he said he hoped 
it would not be noticed at night at the 
prayer-meeting. We then carried a littl 
organ from upstairs down into the lecture. 
room, and he appeared quite weak. He had 
to stop and rest several times, making the 
remark that he was overcome with gas.

A SOFT ANSWER. 


NICARAGUA AND 1HE AWFUL 
LION. 


Mild Reply to Britain’s Ultimatum. 
A Proposal that All Questions 
as to Injuries be Referred 
to Arbitrators. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—It is reliably 
stated that Nicaragua has replied - to 
Great Britain’s ultimatum. It is in the 


direct acceptance or rejection of British 
demands, and as such it is not yet khown 
whether Great Britain will accept it as 
responsive to the ultimatum, which made 
three demands: First, a money indemnity 
of £15,500 sterling for alleged personal in- 
juries to British subjects, including Brit-. 
ish Consul Hatch; second, a revocation -of 
the declaration of banishment against its 
subjects; third; the formation of a com- 
mission to determine by artibration the 
damage done the property of the British 
subjects expelled from Nicaragua. 

The ultimatum contained no limit of 
time, but in a subsequent note of the Earl 
of Kimberly it was stated the answer 
to the ultimatum would be expected within 
seven weeks of February 26. The seven 
weeks are up tomorrow. Nicaragua’s an- 
swer is in two parts. To the second de- 
mand it says that Nicaragua, even before 
receiving the British communication, had 
revoked the decree of banishments. To 
the first and third demands, the answer is 
that in order to preserve friendly rela- 
tions with Her Majesty's government, and 
with the purpose of fairness and justice, 
Nacaragua proposes that all questions of 
payment for personal injury, injury to 
property, etc., be referred to an impartial 
commission of arbitration. 4 

The foregoing is regarded as a most 
diplomatic answer. It concedes Nica- 
ragua’s willingness to adjust differences, 
and yet courteously suggests that the 
£15,500 demand is an ex parte es- 
timate, and that 


the whole ques- 
tion of the amount of damages 
should be left to arbitration. Great Bri- 


tain's answer to the counter-proposition is 
awaited with interest, but Nicaragua's 
reply is so pacific in character that it is 
believed the subject has ceased to have a 
warlike aspect, and that diplomacy will 
adjust the remaining details. 
ITS RBCEIPT ACKNOWLEDGED. 

LONDON, April 15.—Sir Thomas H. San- 
derson, permanent under-secretary of the 
Foreign Office, admits that the reply of 
Nicaragua to the ultimatum of Great Brit- 
ain demanding an indemnity of $75,000 as 
reparation for the expulsion of Hatch, the 
British consular agent, from Nicaraguan 
territory, has been received, and that gen- 
erally speaking it is a proposal to appoint 
a commission to settle all questions of in- 


demnity and agreement, and to abide by 
the decision of the commission. :

THE FIRST BIG GUN 


Senator Fair’s Second Will 
Attacked, 


The Dead Millionaire’s Relatives Say 
the Document is a Only 


a Forgery. 


Petitions for Probate to Come Up Be- 
fore Judge Slack Today—The 
Contest is a Most. Re- 
markable One.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—Special 
Dispatch.) The first big gun in the Fair 
will controversy was fired today. It took 
the form of a contest against the probate 
of the second or holographic will left by 
Senator Fair with Mrs. Nettie Craven, and 
produced by his three children. The con- 
testants are Margaret I. Crothers, sister 
of the dead millionaire, and John Crothers, 
her husband, and Andrew Fair, brother 
of the deceased, and his wife, Mary Fair. 
They attack the will directly as a forgery, 
alleging that no part of it was written by 
Senator Fair. 

The filing of this contest lends new in- 
terest to matters set for hearing before 
Judge Slack today. Both wills are to be 
called tomorrow, together with petitions 
asking that they be admitted to probate. 
The second contest of the Craven will is to 
be filed by ex-Judge Paterson tomorrow, 
representing twenty-one minor descendants 
of Fair. The minors’ ground of objection 
to the will is that it is a forgery. This 
contest will be unique in that Hermann 
Oelriche, Jr., is put in the attitude of op- 
posing the wishes of his mother and ig- 
noring his father, who has been appointed 
his general. guardian. There is likely 
to be a lively fight over the 
question as to whether a general 
or special guardian has a right to look 
after the interests of young Oelrichs in 
the contest over his grandfather’s mil- 
lions. It will de remembered Urier the 
will which his mother is seeking to pro- 
date that the boy gets nothing, while un- 
der the will which Attorney Paterson de- 
fends.in his. behalf, he will not get one- 
fourth of the entire estate if he survives 
the children of Fair. 

If the Craven will should be probated 
Mrs. Oelrichs will get ome-third of the es- 
tate after special legacies are paid, and, in 
the event of her death one-half of this 
property will go to Oelrichs, and the other 
half to his son. It is thus apparent the 
interests of the child are directly antago- 
nistic to those of his parents, and it is 
doubtless for these reasons that Attorney 
Patersor?’s interests, among others he has 
been appointed to represent, lie in the 
maintenance of the stolen will.

AMERICA’S RIVAL. 


Argentine a Dangerous Competitor in 
the Agricultural Line. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—An official of 
the Agricultural Department, discussing 
the recent increase in the price of cattle, 
which is said to be the primary cause for 
the inctcawe in the price of beet in this 
country, says that it may be occasioned 
by the decreased corn crop of the past 
few years. 
The last great corn crop of the country 
was that grown in 1891, and available in 
1892. It amounted to 2,100,000,000 bush 
els. The crop of 1892 was 1,600,000,000; 
that of 1893, 1,620,000,000, bushels, and that 
of 1894 less than 1,200,000,000. There has 
been a falling off in this crop, which is 
the principal feed for cattle. It is true 
that the farmers have used wheat for cat- 
tle feed during the depression of price 
of this cereal, but the falling off of the corn 
crop, in the opinion of the official, may 
have more to do with the rise than any- 
thing else. Lack of the principal food for 
cattle may have induced stock-raisers to 
put upon the market more cattle than 
formerly. 
Another reason for the decrease in the 
number of caittle is given in the fencing-in 
and closing-up of many of the stock 
ranges and ranches. The settlement of 
the Western States by small farmers has 
made stock-raising in great herds iess 
profitable, and is said the increase in 
cattle has mot nearly kept pace with the 
increase in population of the country. 
When the price of cattle was very low 
and the market was crowdod, it is sup- 
posed that the stockmen sold not only the 
steers, but also large numbers of the 
females, w would tend to check the in- 
crease in the following years. The com- 
petition im cattle from Argentine and 
Australia has been something of a draw- 
back to the cattlemen in this country. In 
both countries cattle can be raised much 
more cheaply than in the United States.

not been invaded by settlers. The cattle 
may roam at WII, as they did for twenty- 
five years in the western part of thie coun- 
try. Labor cuts a small figure, but that 
which is necessary is much cheaper in both 


Argentine and Australia than in the United 


States. 

This same official said that Argentine 
was the great agricultural rival of the 
United States. It Was far enewgh south 
of the equaior to grew all food, pradycts 
produced in the United States. Its north- 
ern borders were about as tropical as the 
southern borders of the United States. Its 
solls are rich and the greater fertile 
plains offered many advantages to the 
bonanza farmers. ey are opening up 


a country such as the United States was 


twenty-five years ago, starting where 
Americans did then, but with all the 
modern improvements and the experience 
which this country has given them. In 
the harvests, Argentine has the advantage 
of cheap labor. Shiploads of Italians are 
brought over at every harvest re- 
turned after it is over. It takes eighteen 
days for these ships to make the trips, 
but the imported laborers are carried 
very cheaply and it is found profitable by 
the Argentine land-owners to make use of 
them during the harvests, even by paying 
their passages both ways. 

The markets of the world have already 
been effected by the food-products of Ar- 
gentine. It is still a question whether 
the great farm-owners, with all the advan- 
tage of cheap labor and the concessions 
granted by the Argentine government, 
will be able to make à lasting success of 
their agricultural adventures. The big 
bonanza farmers of the West have found 
that they could not make a success of 
their operations and it is now the policy 
of most of them to divide their farms up 
and sell them and, if they are not able 
to sell, to lease them upon advantageous 
terms to the men who wish to wperate 
smaller farms. 

The bonanza farmers of Argentine have 
the advantage of reaching the sea 
more quickly and at a small cost com- 
pared to the transportation of products 
from the great plains of the United States, 
where farming operations have been tried 
on a large scale, but the distance by sea 
to the markets of the world is much 
greater. But with water transportation 
distance does not count for much in get- 
ting staple products in the markets. It is 
the opinion of the official who spoke on 
this subject that the United States will in 
the future find a formidable competitor in 
—— products in the Argentine Re- 

He. 

Secretary of Agriculture Morton spoke 
briefly, outlining a scheme for gathering 
and distributing crop statistics dy the 
general government.

THE PETITION. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Copies of the 
petition, asking a rehearing of the in- 
come-tax-law question were handed around 
to members of the United States Supremo 


of | Court today. There were no proceeilings 


in open court. 

The petition sets forth the imperative 
need of a final determination by a full 
bench of the questions on which the court 
was equally divided. Dissatisfaction with 
the decision of the court seems to be gen- 
eral and it is belleved the administration 
will do all in its power to secure a hear- 
ing of the cause. The government, how- 
ever, will not so consent to a re-argument 
of any particular question involved, but 
will insist that if the hearing is granted, 
the whole casé be reargued. The only 
point decided by the court which meets 
with the approval of the government is 


that exempting from the tax incomes from 


State and municipal bonds. The rent ex- 
emption is being vigorously attacked and 
th econtention is made that if the late 
decision stands, persoms who paid the $15,- 


1 000,000 collected during the war ond in- 


comes on rent have at least an equitable 
claim against the government for restitu- 
tion. 


The petition for rehearing sets forth 
that fle the court has decided two 
points of the law, as to rents and munict- 
pal bonds, yet no judgment has been an- 
nounced authoritatively establishing any 
principle for interpreting the act on three 
points: First, whether the void provisions 
invalidate the whole set; second, whether 
as to the income from personal property 
as such the act is unconstitutional as levy- 
ing direct taxes; third, whether any part 
of the tax, if not considered as a direct 
tax, is invalid for want of uniformity. 


‘The petition continues: “The appellants _ 


may well urge that these serious constitu- ~ 
tional questions should be finally decided 
before their trustees expend their funds in 

voluntary payment of the tax. In addi- 
tion, it is manifest that until a decision is 
reached the courts will be overwhelmed 
with litigation upon these questions, but 
payment and collection of tax will be most 
seriously embarrassed. 

In conclusion the petition asks that the 
cases be restored to the docket for rear- 
.gument on the question upon which the 
contest was evenly decided. In case this 
is denied, the petition asks that the court 
below may be directed to determine, first, 
whether or not the invalidity of the stat- 
ute in the respects already specified, ren- 
ders the same altogether invalid; second, 
whether or not the act is constitutional in 
respects not decided by this court.

The Deficiency in Rainfall Has Had 
Retarding Effect.

SACRAMENTO, April 15.—Director Bar 
wick of the State weather service, in his 
crop and weather summary for the week, 
says that the average temperature for 
the week ending Monday, April 15, was as 
follows: Eureka, 50 deg.; Fresno, 56; In- 
dependence, 56; Los Angeles, 58; Red 
Bluff, Sacramento, San Francisco and San 
Diego, 54 deg. respectively, and San Luis 
Obispo, 56. As compared with the normal 
temperatures, a deficiency of heat is re- 
ported at Fresno of 5 deg.; Los Angeles, 
2; Red Bluff, 6; Sacramento, 5; San 


Francisco, 2; San Diego, 2, while Eure ma 


reports the temperature conditions as 
normal. 
The total precipitation for the week 


was: Eureka, 1.10 inches; Fresno, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, San Luis Obispo 
and San Diego each .10 of an inch; Sacra- 
mento, .14 of an inch, and Independence 
a trace. As compared with the normal 
precipitation there is a deficiency reported 
at all points except Eureka, where cn 
excess of .22 of an inch has occurred. 
The weekly. deficiency is for Fresno, .24 
of an inch; Los Angeles, .33; Red Bluff, 
„53; San Francisco, 42, and San Diego, 
11 of an inch. 

The deficiency in temperature over the 
great agricultural, horticultural and viti- 
cultural districts of the State has had a 
retarding effect upon the grow mg of crops 
and the ripening of early fruits and ber- 
Ties. The deficiency in the rainfall has 


back. However, the cool weather in con- 
junction with the lack of rain prevents any 
injurious effects from being noticed so 
early in the season, especially after such 
fine rains as we have had during the past 
winter months. 

The frosts of April have injured the 
fruit crop in the lower end of the San 
Joaquin Valley, as well as in the Santa 
Clara Valley and the upper part of the 
Sonoma Valley, and in the Anderson Val- 
ley fruit belt of Mendocino county.

A "BAD BREAK.”

The initial “doings” of the flesta at 
Hazard’s Pavilion last night were a 
disappointment. The performance was 
not up to standard, not even up to a 
low standard. “Somebody bas biun- 
dered.” and inexcusably bvlundered. 
The arrangement and carrying out of 
the progrumme appears to have been 
allowed to pass from the hands of 
the Merchants’ Association into the 
hands of the Amusement Committee. 
from ite hands into those of a chair- 


man, from the chairman's hands into 


those of a subcommittee, and from 
the sub-committee’s hands Into those 
of somebody who arranged a yery 
cheap, low and stupid sort of “lusi- 
ness” for the entertainment of a re- 
spectable audience, who had a right to 
something better. The programme 
Was arranged without any adequate 
2 critical supervision on the part ef 

who should have made them- 
selves responsible for it, and the result 
was a performance whose closing fea- 
tures disgusted the audience. A slug- 
ging match and a variety performance 
is a poor beginning for esta week. 

There is a disposition on the part of 
those in authority to repudiate respon- 
sibility for the result, and no wonder. 

For the sake of the success of a pop- 
ular carniva] that deserves to be made 
a brilliant and delightful affair, let 
last night's stupid and disgraceful exhi- 
bition at the Pavilion be repudiated 
in toto and forgotten. 

But the lesson it teaches is obvious: 
Let all persons in authority in the 
fiesta management, from the director- 
general down, henceforth refrain f:om 
neglecting the several duties and re- 
eponsibilities assigned to them; let 
them refrain, furthermore, from de'‘e- 
gating those responsibilities o irre 
sponsible pretenders, possessed of low- 
grade notions of how to cater to the 
tastes of a respectable and cultured 
audience.

MANUFACTURERS AND MOUN- 
TEBANKS. 


It appears, from more detailed ac- 
counts which have been received, 
that the manufacturers’ convention in 
San Francisco, to which reference has 
already been made in these columns, 
Was even more of a circus than was 
at first supposed. Among the other 
more or less erratic individuals who 
“bobbed up serenely” at that gathering 
was Barney Fehnemann, formerly of 
Iles Angeles, where he showed 
great versatility in raising the wind 
by means of reform movements—for 
revenue only—during political cam- 

Palgus, and otherwise. Mr. Fehne- 
mann offered a more or less inpcr- 
tant resolution, which was referred to 
the committee, to the effect that as 
the independence of California will 
be achieved by the valley railroad the 
new declaration of independence 
should be celebrated on the coming 
Fourth of July. 

The man McGlynn and a person by 
the name of Furseth, or something of 
that kind, were particularly noisy and 
obnoxious, not to say “bloviating.” 
in their demands that the labor ele 
ment should be recognized, not as in- 
dividuals, but as organizations. The 
unreasonable pretensions of. these pro- 
fessional agitators were more than 
one member of the convention—Oscar 
Lewis—could stand, and he called 
them down in the following straight- 
_from-the-shoulder language: 

“It is all right to pass a resolution 
in favor of labor, and for labor to be 
here represented, but so far as com- 
ing up to the bull ring and putting 
my head in the noose is concerned, I 
zam not going to do it. So far as 
pledging myself to help the organiza- 
tion of labor and to employ none but 
organized labor is concerned, I will 
not do it. I hold that these gentlemen 


have a perfect right to organize as 
well as the manufacturer, but they 


must not come to me and tell me that | 


We must entirely agree to abide by 
their decisions and their creeds. If 
the workingmen were the ones that 
“we had to contend with, it would be 
all right. We could get along all right 
with them, but those who have em- 
ployed labor and organized labor in 
the past know that it is with those 
who work with their jaws and not 

ith their hands that we Save to 
, IL I have read that in old Bibie 
times there was great work done with 
‘ame jawbone of an ass, and I tell you, 
with all respect to these gentlemen. 
that we have to deal with the kind of 


People that work with their jaw.” 


Lewis glanced in the direction of 


the corner and went on vehemently: 

“The jawbone of an ass will no! start 
this State going. The trouble is not 
with workingmen who work, but with 
the agitator who leads the weaker 
man toedo what he would never think 
of doing by himself if he were left 
alone to treat with us. ‘The trou- 
ble is with the outside insinuator, who 
wants to make himself solid with the 
boys and be the leader of the organiza- 
tion. He gives them inflammatory ad- 
vice. I would rather go and carry 
the hod before 1 would put my neck 
in such a noose as that.” 

If a few more San Francisco man- 
ufacturers possessed the spunk of Mr. 
Lewis they would not now be present- 
ing such a pitiable spectacle in kissing 
the feet of blatant demagogues who 
have done their best fo destroy the 
manufacturing industry of the Golden 
Gate, and have well nigh suceeeded., 

If we judge the manufacturers of 
Los Angeles aright, they will not be 
inclined to work in harmony with 
such a weak-kneed organization~ as 
that which recently assembled in San 
Francisco has shown itself to be. 

An assosciation which embraces such 
a wild and weird combination of un- 

irable and impossible elements as 
aré\represented hy such erratic indi- 
viduals as MeGlynn, Furseth, Ben 
Fehnemann, I. M. Holt and J. Mills 
Davies savors more of a menagerie 
than of the manufacturing industry, 
and carries within itself the reeds of 
dissolution. 


Chicago advices are to the effect 
that the threatened competition in the 
telephone business, by the organiza- 
tion of a rival to the American Bell 
Telephone Company, is already hav- 
ing its effect, and that rates in that 


city are to be reduced more than 50 


per cent. within a few days. The Beil 
company also promises to introduce 
changes in the system and service, 
such as will be of great benefit to 
users of the telephone. This is good 
news, for the lower rates must eventu- 
ally extend over the entire country. 
The Bell company has for some fifteen 
years maintained a monstrous monop- 
oly upon the use of the’ telephone, 
which has become an absolute neces- 
sity of modern life, especially in the 
cities. For years the holders of this 
monopoly have practiced extortion 
upon the public in charging exorbitant 
rates for the use of an instrument 
which costs but little. It is time that 
this monopoly was broken up, as it 
now seems in a fair way to be. The 
Bell patehts have expired; and compe- 
tition being no longer impossible, will 
probably reduce rates in a short time 
to a reasonable basis. 


President Cleveland's letter in reply 
to the invitation to go to Chicago has 
the merit of consistency. It expresses 
the sentiments of the extreme goldites, 
with whom Mr. Cleveland has of late 
so prominently identified himself. All 
the President says with reference to 
the benefits of a sound currency can 
be fully indorsed by every intelligent 
bimetallist. But the truth of the cur- 
rency question lies between the views. 
of the silver extremists on the one 
hand and those of the gold extremists 
on the other. Silver is undeniably en- 
titled to fuller recognition than is now 
accorded it as a money metal. With 
such fuller recognition will undoubt- 
edly comme greater prosperity. But it 
is a virtual impossibility for the United 
States, single-handed, to compel the 
desired recognition. It must and will 
come, eventually, through concerted in- 
ternational action. 


One good point is made in President 
Cleveland's letter, where he says, in 
substance, that if this nation had no 
relations with the outside world, we 
could establish our currency upou any 
basis we might see fit, even to the ex- 
tent of returning to the primary sys- 
tems of barter. But as we are one of 
the foremost commercial nations of 
the earth, we must conform to the 
monetary methods which prevail in 
the financial world, in order to main- 
tain our position. The United States 
is a powerful nation. But no nation 
on earth is powerful enough to make 
five out of two times two. 


A San Famcisco contemporary re- 
gards the recent rise in the price of 
petroleum (manipulated by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company,) and in the price of 
meat (manipulated by the beef com- 
bine.) as evidences of “a genéral im- 
provement in business.” This may be 
the case so far as the combines are 
concerned. But it will hardly be re- 
garded as an improvement in any re- 
spect by those who earn their subsis- 
tence “in the sweat of their faces.” 


If the Democratic party were com- 
pelled to face a national election at 
this time, it could not carry one of 
the Northern States, and the probabil- 
ities are that it would lose several of 
the Southern States. The party's un- 
pleasant predicament may possibly 
be somewhat improved before Novez- 
ber, 1896, but there is little prospect 
at the present time of such an im- 
provement.

Those portions of the income-tax law 
which are left in force under the Su- 
preme Court decision are the most ob- 
noxious and unjust portions.

Scenes at the Site of the 
Burned Raymond. 


The Big Hotel Safe Hauled Out and 
Buried in a Great 
Hole. 


Incidents Connected with the Confla- 
gration—Story of the Donation 
of the Site—Not Much 
Jewelry Lost. 


Hundreds of people on foot, in carriages 
and on horseback, visited the Raymond 
grounds today, and the press of equipages 
and sightseers finally became fo great that 
barriers were placed across all the drives 
and footpaths, and only those persons 
having business upon the grounds were 
permitted to approach the ruins. 

The scene presented on the summit of 
the mesa, where, but forty-eight hours 
ago, the Raymond atood, is melancholy, 
indeed. The three tall chimneys still re- 
tain their perpendicular position, and 
tongues of flame are seen at various. points 
in spots sheltered from the wind. A light 


charred timbers, and the ashes and debris 
are still too hot to be touched. 

On the east eide, where the dining-room 
was located, there are heaps of twisted 
and battered trays, piles of broken crock- 
ery and blackened silverware, and over 
in the corner the supports of the shelves 
of the pantry stand almcet upright, bearing 
the piled china in almost perfect order, 
the plates melted together.

Imported Breadstuffs Must Pay an 
Increased Tax. 

Assccizted Press Leased-wirs Service: 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Sweden has 
now joined the viher countries of Europe 
in increaging the duty on Oreadetuffe, as 
is shown by a report to the State De- 
partment from United States Consul Boys- 
sen, at GclhenDurg. In spite of consid- 
er:ble agitation by certain protectionists, 
e cays, the duty on pork, paper and 
leather remain ag yet unchanged. 

The new duties are as follows: Bre id. 
2 cents per kilo; wheat, barley, Indian 


corn, peas and beans, 99 cents per 100 


kilos; flour, $1.74 per 100 kilos; malt, $1.34; 

99 cents,.and cement, 16 
cents per 100 kilca. The duty on copper 
wire and electric cables (save submarine, 
which are free) is 67 cents per 100 kilos. 
A drawback of 1.6 cents per kilo has heen 
granted the importers of bread.
